1/ You have a Fanzine called Brew 
& Honour. Can you please tell us 
more about it and what exactly do 
you write about? Also, how could 
we get a copy? How did it get star¬ 
ted, etc? 

Eric: The Brew and Honour fanzine 
started out in May 2008 because I 
wanted to get the best coverage of 
the “East Coast Oi Fesf event with 
the 4-Skins and Indecent Exposure 
headlining in America. I thought that 
covering this event would make for a 
perfect start for an optimistic fanzine. 
It was a success due to the fact that 
I received a lot of feed back from 
other bands that were playing 
the gig such as The East-End 
Badoes and Hub City Stompers 
as well as feedback from Craig 
Downtown.

Brew and Ho¬ 
nour will be releasing 
a book/zine called 
2008; A Year 
in Review. 
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It will tell the whole story of our hum¬ 
ble beginnings and feature 90% of the 
content from issues # 1 thru # 5.

Eric: I couldn’t run this fanzine without 
the help from our editor “Almighty Me¬ 
lanie”. Melanie is a top-notch bird with 
a good head on her shoulders. My un¬ 
active staff is Kev, Colleen (Chicago 
Skin-girl) and Pablo Wolfe (The Por¬ 
table Politician) I’ll let Melanie explain 
her role in ‘Brew and Honour”. 

Mel: Hey there. I personally prefer Al¬ 
mighty Mel as it is shorter and not so 
much of a mouthful. Anyways, to get 
to the main point- I help out as much 
as I possibly can with this zine. I was 
very excited to join the crew and start 
doing something active with the sce¬ 


ne here in Chicago. I love editing, so 
this is fun for me. I basically just edit 
whatever interviews, gig reports, beer 
of the month excerpts, etc. that Eric 
sends my way. I also try to pick up my 
own interviews for Brew & Honour as 
well. The first interview I did for the 
zine covered a Skingirl photo book my 
new friend Jabs out in North Carolina 
is currently working on (out sometime 
this year). Since then I have tried to do 
a few more interviews to add as much 
content as I possibly can. 

Working for .Brew & Honour is a lot 
of fun and also helps keep me as up¬ 
dated as possible on the scene and 
what is happening all over the world. I 
have gained a lot of friendships due to 
the zine that otherwise wouldn’t have 
come to be. It also inspired me to start 
up a small blog site for local shows in 
Chicago. What I do for my site is post 
up any shows that I hear about and let 
people in the scene of Chicago stay 
just as updated as I am. The URL is 
www.whatsnewchicago.blogspot.com. 

3/ Where are you from & how did 
you discover the cult? Why did you 
become a Skinhead? 

Eric: I became a Skinhead back in 
middle-school with my best friends of 
15 years. I loved the dress because it 
was sharp and it was a kick in the tee¬ 
th to what everyone else was doing at 
the time. Doc-marten boots and slim-fit 
shirts was a way better alternative than 
the ghetto culture I was living in. The 
music was fantastic but what really got 
me involved the Skinhead cult was the 
violence that came with it. Skinhead is 
very street-smart in America becau¬ 
se America is made up of factions of 
gangs and as a youth I thrived on it. 
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I loved the fact that all these gangs 
would fight each-other but in the end 
we were the most hated. 

At the moment my direction in life is to 
run Brew and Honour fanzine and other 
business ends for the scene, although 
I’m the leader of the Chi-Town Mafia 
Skinheads I tend to keep most of the 
violence out of the picture these days. 
There is a lot of young kids that want 
to get involved within the scene and I 
would like them to enjoy it rather then 
deal with all the drama that I countered 
up during my youth. 

I’ve been a Skinhead for the past 14 
years and 11 of those years were 
spent unwisely but 
not only by my 
self but the 
whole crew 
that was 
involved.

we were serving jail time from charges 
of, Aggravated battery, gun charges, 
drugs, under age girls and most sad 
to say we have been involved in three 
murders. This is why I love being invol¬ 
ved in the Skinhead scene with Brew 
and Honour because I believe it is the 
right thing to do for the scene and the 
direction that the youth needs to carry 
on the flame. 

4A/Vhat’s the scene like were you 
live? 

Eric: I could write a novel about this: 
Chicago is divided and hardly united 
between the North side and South side 
crews but I don’t want to bore you with 
petty rivalry. I will rather tell you the 
glory of what I know best: the North- 
side Skinhead and punk scene. 

Let’s start off over a decade. Our for¬ 
mer leader, Derek Gangland, was to¬ 
ying with the idea to start a new Chica¬ 
go Skinhead gang because the older 
crews were old and lousy to the skin¬ 
head world. The original members con¬ 
sisted of Derek, Chace, and Scrapy, but 
they didn’t have a name for themsel¬ 
ves as of yet. Derek soon came up with 
the name “Brew and Honour” Skins but 
soon dropped it after he was reading 
some Spirit of 69-esque book about 
football hooligans. He then came 
across some old footie crew with 
the name ‘something’-Mafia. He 
decided that Chi-Town Mafia was 
the perfect name for our gang, gi¬ 
ven its dual nods to Chicago's in¬ 
famous organized crime past and 
to the hooliganism aspect of the 
subculture’s history. 

Around the time of the conception 
of C.M.S. there was another crew 
that was forming. This one was 
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quite different because it consisted of 
a bunch of angry tooled-up punk-roc¬ 
kers. They were calling themselves the 
“Chi-Town 77 Street Punks. I wasn’t 
there but I can only assume that the 
two crews met each other near Bel¬ 
mont and Clark- which at that time was 
the hot-spot for Skinheads and Punks 
to drink and buy gear. 

The Chi-Town Mafia Skins and the 
77’ Street punks had similar goals for 
the scene; They believed in the power 
of unity, wanted a strong music sce¬ 
ne, ..and were both disgruntled with 
the current scene. Chicago was ruled 
with an ugly Iron Fist before hand and 
every band or foreign Skinhead that 
came to the city was met with a mob 
with the intention to make a name for 
them selves. It was ridiculous and we 
had no fun around here. Both Crews 
had enough and then decided to be¬ 
come major players within the scene 
by promoting their crews and bands 
together. For the first time ever Skin¬ 
heads and Punks were united in the 
City of Chicago. The power of unity 
was about having fun, going out drin¬ 
king, playing in a band, being proud to 
be a Skin or a punk, and serving the 
scene as a whole. This agenda of ours 
didn’t sit well with the older Skinheads 
and hardcore types because real deep 
down they didn’t care about the scene 
and because of this wars were forged. 
Now, we all knew what our goals were 
and serving the music scene, but it ne¬ 
ver really happened until just recently 
because these wars were holding back 
and for most of us the gang oriented 
life-style was the rule. 

Today we are the present force on the 
North-side of Chicago and with the 
old Chicago regime collapsing it has 


freed up the scene quite a bit. There 
are many new bands and faces emer¬ 
ging and we still retain what were best 
known for- having a good time. In Chi¬ 
cago, the North side Skins and punks 
have meeting and drinking spots set¬ 
up for nights out. We hang out at the 
corner of Belmont and Clark, Wicker 
park, Magners Alley, Belmont Rocks 
(Beach) and hit up a few pubs, gigs, 
and bars every once in a while. We 
don't have many good gigs in Chicago 
and the drinking age is 21, so pub life 
isn’t the main attraction unless we can 
get the youth in. Every late spring to 
early winter, we meet up and have a 
great time outdoors. During the winter 
we all move in doors to the D.J. nights, 
my apartment for the Skins, or the “77" 
street punk apartments. 

Being a Skinhead in Chicago is rough 
but the harder you work for something 
that you believe in, the better the sce¬ 
ne becomes. Since I started my we¬ 
bzine called “North-Side Revival”, I 
have seen some great bands come 
to Chicago such as Haggis from Swe¬ 
den and the Glory Boys from Spain. I 
have met up with both bands and both 
bands had an amazing time in Chica¬ 
go. I’m doing my job for the scene and 
that makes me happy. Chicago went 
from only seeing The Business and 
Slaughter and the Dogs a few times in 
a decade to all these bands and events 
within the past 3 years: Haggis, Glory 
Boys, Ignorci, Street-Brats, Vicious 
Sex, Desmond Dekker, Hard-mod 
week-enders, “Beat If Mod nights at 
Crown Tap Royal, Windy City Soul, 
Oxblood, Fear City, Blitz, Oxymoron, 
Riot Fest, FCS Sound System, Anti 
Nowhere League, SLF, The Adicts, 
Old Scars, Brutal Dildos, Half-Brain, 
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and just recently I have started my own 
band called “Wellington Arms”, to fu¬ 
lly understand the work that has been 
done, you would have to live here and 
understand that putting a few of those 
events listed above in the same sen¬ 
tence would be blasphemy ten years 
ago. 


generation is very weak in character 
and ignorant to what skinhead really 
means as a person, but I always give 
the new comers a chance to breathe, 
make mistakes, let them fit in, and dis¬ 
cover if they feel skinhead is something 
that they want to do with their life. 



6/ What do you think are the 
differences between today’s 
generation of Skinheads 
and the ones that came be¬ 
fore, if any. 

Eric: In Chicago I feel the new

5/ What are your views on the ste¬ 
reotyping of Skinheads? 

Eric: There is only one type of Skin¬ 
head and we should always stick toge¬ 
ther. 

Now, if you are talking about society 
stereo typing us then tell them to fuck 
off and give no apologies for whom or 
what they think you are. If you talk to 
these people you will look weak and be 
taken advantage of. Avoid the situa¬ 
tion, but if you can’t -knock em’ out. 


Mel: I would have to agree a lot with 
Eric on this subject matter. It is true- 
the more you talk the weaker you 
end up looking. Besides, if people 
badger, why freak out and give 
them what they want? Skinhead 
is a great culture. It Is very mi¬ 
sunderstood by outsiders, but 
fuck them. If the only thing they 
can come up with is racist bull, 
then they obviously can’t open 
their eyes to the fact that I am 
telling you a million times in 
one sentence 1 am not racist, 
fuck off.’

Skinhead? 

Eric; Of course but I'm a fighter and I 
love a few gang fights here and the¬ 
re still.

13/ What’s next for Brew & Honour 
and if you could interview an¬ 
yone for your Magazine who 
would It be or have been? 

Eric: I’m in the works of pu¬ 
blishing issue # 7 for the 
month of March and I’m 
going to try to produce 
Brew and Honour 
monthly afterwards. 

As mentioned befo¬ 
re I’m in the works 
of the book/zine ca¬ 
lled “2008: A year in 
review”. In the near 
future I hope I can 
visit Spain with my 
band and friends. 

As far as interview’s 
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good luck with the website. Maybe I’ll 
meet you in Margate this August. A 
message for all you new and old Skins 
- pick up your copy of Brew and Ho¬ 
nour and get something real to hold 
in your hands. Fuck! It’s just a matter 
of time before you can download your 
own gear for free from Soulseek, ha 
ha. 

Mel: Be who you are in this scene but 
support it with everything you’ve got. If 
you are a loose end you are just going 
to look inaccurate and no one in this 
scene will take you seriously. Get your 
hands on to some great looking clo¬ 
thes, grab some good beer, and make 
a hell of a night every night. This scene 
is supportive and you can get the best 
out of it by supporting it right as well.

Oil/skinheadrock band from Prague, Czech 
republic. We started playing in 2005 with 
different line up, only me, Kish and Ian are 
original members. We have released 2 full 
CD's till now. 

2. H 0 W many changes have been in your 
line up until now? 

Peddy: So as I said in 1st answer, original 
members are me, Ian and Kish. We have 


third bass player now(he was playing in 
another Czech Oil band Neparkovat vjezd 
before) and second drummer. The original 
members have their own group, something 
like brit pop style and they were only hel¬ 
ping us with rehersaling at the beginning 
(thanks to Bondac and Vzadku). 

S.What's the Disdainful line up cu¬ 
rrently? 

Peddy: So I am Peddy(26) and I am sin¬ 
ger of the band. 1st guitar is played by 
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Ian(27), which is only one musician in the 
band..2nd guitar is played by Kish(24), 
bass by Tomas(26) who lives cca 150 km 
from Prague and Vlad(36) plays drums. 

4. What are you doing when you don't 
play music? I usually visit the Back 
Street Battallon.com, are Peddy and 
Vlad Involved In this webzine? 

Peddy: So I like beer, my girl, football and 
sports like fitness and swimming. Backs¬ 
treet Battalion is done by me and Kish. 
He 's now making new version so there will 
be more actualization by me and other lads 
and friends who likes good music(hope the 
new version will be running when you will 
read this J)

Dealer was on CZ compilation Czech and 
Slovak Streetkids No.3, on CD added to CZ 
zine Boots and Braces and on CD added to 
Spanish zine Our Music. 

7.really think Disdainful can be the most 
hated Czech band by political skins and 
PC.... is your song 'We are just skin¬ 
heads' an answer to doubts of some 
people? Have you felt boycott against your 
band? 

Peddy; WII most hated.I don't know. We 
are making gigs by ourselves so we play 
there of course. Now we are hated because 
we did Short Cropped gig. After it we pla¬ 
yed with Section 5 a nd people wrote on 
some forum, that they didn't came becau¬ 


se of us.well their problem. We don't care. 
We have small scene around 100 people 
(all are friends) from all parts of Czech who 
always come when we are making the gig 
or even they helping us.so this small "sce¬ 
ne" fits me very well. 

S.TalkIng about your first album songs I 
must tell you I liked your 'Hated, proud 
and disdainful' track and to sing In En¬ 
glish Is a great Idea... but what's one 
skinhead telling In Czech at the begin¬ 
ning of this song? 

Peddy: Haha so this is tv shot from 1991 
skinhead show in some village in Czech 
republic. The guy you talk about isn't any 
skinhead but some metal guy, who speaks 
about the fact that he likes skinhead mu¬ 
sic, because it is hard as nails but the skins 
don't like his long hair and their want to hit 
him with some chain or bar and he wants 
to cut off the head of the guy who done this 
to him.

12.know it's very difficult for NS skin¬ 
heads to organize concerts in your 
country, does it happen the same for 
Oil or no political bands? 

Peddy: I don't think it is very difficult, ma¬ 
ybe someone can call to that club and 
talk some bullshit to owner, it happens to 


us and to Operace Artaban I think. But 
now we making gigs in clubs where is no 
problems with this. 

13.What can you tell us about Moto- 
raj concert-hall? Is it too small for big 
concerts? How many costs one beer 
there? 

Peddy: Concert hall? No the club is 
for around about 100-150 people (so it 
means cca 80 skins ). It belongs to some 
guys from choppers club or something 
like that. It Is cheap venue, the sound is 
good there, they cooked there and good 
hotel is near, so everything for the bands 
is in the local area around the club. 
There's also beergarten In summer with 
barbecue which is great.One beer cost 
circa 1?(but one big, so it means 0,5 I). 
14.0o you know how many concerts 
have you played abroad? I know 
about your shows in Italy and Poland, 
any anecdote?

Orgullo Sur”(Southern Pride) biography 


Skinhead band - ChileThe band was 
born in the old neighborhoods of the 
Puerto Montt city in southern Chile in 
mid-2006, its oreators, (Patty & Willy) 
decided to form a nationalist skinhead 
band with a more conservative and 
identitary profile, according to the cul¬ 
tural reality of southern Chile, whose 
lyrics speak of football, beer, fights, 
love their city and country, demonstra¬ 
ting pride, cultural tradition and patrio¬ 
tism, both in its lyrics and the rock'n'roll 
sound of his guitars. 

Later, and product of ever-changing 
of lin-up, the band put up by va¬ 
rious sounds, stand up between the 
rock'n'roll and melodic Oil, thus sealing 
the music of mark over in the time. 

In the 2008, and after returning to the 
tests, Orgullo Sur able to record a 
demo - test with a sound not very good, 
but it was the impetus for skinheads in 
the country and other parts of the world 
can get some small idea of what these 
young hatched whose average age is 
22 years. 

With a lineup already fixed within the 
band thanks to the return of original 


drummer, in the middle of 2009 the 
"D.S.S". (Skinheads South Division), 
organized a private small festival in the 
city of Puerto Montt, which they called 
"Sonidos de Oil & Patria" (Sounds of 
Oil & Fatherland), that was a short pre¬ 
sentation for friends of the band and 
some guests from other cities. 

At the end of 2009. Orgullo Sur enter to 
the "Potencia Acustica Studios" to re¬ 
cord their first LP, which will be relea¬ 
sed by "PURE IMPACT RECORDS", 
with 500 limited copies to 2010. 

Orgullo Sur now only awaiting the re¬ 
lease of their first LP, to enter the stu¬ 
dio again to record their second album 
with 4 songs will be released on 7" by 
german label "Shout Proud Records", 
later this year. 

Orgullo Sur within this year will relea¬ 
se some splits with friendly bands from 
Brasil and Italy. 

The current lineup of the band is: 

Willy: Guitar and Vocals 
Patty: Composition and Vocals 
Carlos: Bass 
Javier: Drums 
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On february 13, carnaval holiday, ha¬ 
ppened on Brazil the first edition of 
the Carnaskin festival. With the new 
brazilian bands A 9 ao Hostil (Oil/RAC) 
and Causa Torpe (Punks not red), the 
legend Bandeira de Combate and the 
also new patriotic Oil band from USA 
Brassic. 

The party actually started on friday 
when our friend of Hostile Class 
productions (that's gonna rea- 
lease also the Bandeira de 
Combate & Brassic split 
CD) arrived on Brazil 
bringing with him some 
porter beer and zubro- 
vka vodka (Nasdrovie 
mate!). After hanging out a 
bit through the city we went to a friend's 
house to meet some other guys and la¬ 
ter head to take the van and start the 
travel. 

The travel was really long, around 16 
hours in a van but always chatting with 
friends, drinking and listening to mu¬ 
sic, specially the Kill Baby, Kill 
songs. Something like 
a tribute to our friend 
Dieter (Rest In Peace 
mate). 

We arrived on the 
place the gig would 
happen Saturday 
afternoon and 
that's when we 
met the Bras- 
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cold and everybody was fraternizing in 
a great atmosphere of friendship. 
Starting the night started also the gig. 
The first band to come on the stage 
was A 9 ao Hostil with their agressive 
sound and lyrics, right after came Cau¬ 
sa Torpe playing their songs and also 
a cover by The Buisers. 

Suddenly a very good surprise. The 
Tropel's vocal that was present toge¬ 
ther with other members of the band 
that I have to say that was finished re¬ 
solved to play some of their songs to 
make our night even more memorable. 
Finished it, the most waited moment 



in the night. Brassic was on the stage 
with the amps turned on, guitars tun¬ 
ned and the sonorous attack was ready 
to start. They've played their already 
known songs that are disponible on 
their myspace like for example Infesta¬ 


tion, Pride, Benders, Warriors, of cour¬ 
se the great Fight to Win and also new 
compositions like for example Time for 
Change. The guys brought the house 
down also playing some covers like 
Back with a bang, I don't like you and 
Boots and braces by Skrewdriver, Un¬ 
der the hammer by Brutal attack, Guil¬ 
ty as charged and The evil has landed 
by the old school USA band Arresting 
Officers. Public was vibrating and even 
some people from the public went to 



the stage to sing-along the chorus with 
the band. It's important also to remem¬ 
ber that was the fist gig abroad that 
Brassic ever played, something that 
will be marked forever on the band's 
heart and memory and as well for ever¬ 
yone that was present on the gig. 

The last band that played was Bandei- 
ra de Combate that came with some 
of their classic songs like Questao de 
Honra (Honor point), Estaremos no 
front (We'll be in the front), Triunfo da 
vontade (Triumph of the will), and also 
some unreleased tracks like Lutarel (I 
will fight), Bandeira de Combate (Batt¬ 
le flag), Patria minha (My motherland) 
and Sionistas Parasitas (Sionists Pa¬ 
rasites) that made the public vibrate 
and sing-along in an unique chorus. 
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with us since they had to work the next 
day. 16 hours back in the van and then 
3 more days hanging out with the guys 
through! the city. It's valid also to men¬ 
tion that the gig happened exactly on 
the day of Mario's birthday, that came 
to Brazil with the band to comemorate 
it. 

We have also to thanks mainly Lecao 
that organized the gig alone with the 
support of two great guys, Tony from 
Tropel and Rodrigao. Without then it 
wouldn't be possible. 

Definetely that was a gig that none 
that was there will ever forget, and for 
sure we want those guys to come back 
again to do what they do better... pla¬ 
ying fucking patriotic Oil. The Brazil- 
USA friendship is sealed and will last 
forever.
